I gave your Excellency a hint of this before 
you left us, and then foreboded what I now am 
more certain of, the difhculties the government 
here will lye under, if any accident ſhould hap- 
pan: that requires a little courage. 

I think we ſhall ſend your Lordſhip the reſolu- 
tion of the committee of council about the alte- 
rations propoſed laſt ſummer, without daring" ſo 
much as to defire your Excellency to lay them 
before his Majeſty. 

The warm men of the Houſe are as noiſy ut 
town. againſt the reduction of gold, as they were 
in the houſe.

| bankers and other remitters find their advantage 
in the preſent diſproportionate value of. our gold 
and filver, they raiſed a great oppoſition to any 
reduction of gold here, | and ſet on foot peti- 
tions againſt it. As we were at that time in a 
e ſtate 
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ſtate of famine; and nobody could tell how our 
harveſt might prove, it was thought proper to 
defer proceeding in that affair, leſt any misfor- 
tune of any other kind might be imputed to 


ſuch reduction. But much the greateſt part of 
the council were then of opinion, that the altera- 


tions drawn up by the committee, were the pro- 
Per remedy for our evil. 5 

This affair has ſince been taken up by the 
commons, but the weight of the bankers in : that 


houſe is ſuch, that very early in the ſeſſions they 
carried a vote that the moidore ſhould not be re- 


duced : the carrying of that vote hindered their 
doing any thing farther for a great while, becauſe 


the houſe were ſenſible they had been wrong in 


that ſtep. 

About a day before the parliament roſe, the 
Lords paſled a reſolution, that our want of filver 
was occaſioned by our gold and filver not bearing 
a proportionable value to. what they bear in Eng- 


land; and to deſire the Lord Lieutenant to get 


this evil cured in the proper method. What was 
the opinion of the Lords was, that the gold was 
over-rated ; but they avoided ſaying ſo much, be- 
cauſe the commons had already voted that a moi- 
dore ſhould not be reduced. 

When the commons met the laſt day of our 
ſeſſion, they fell into a great heat about the 
Lords reſolutions, and talked of laying the key of 
the houſe on the table, in order not to be inter- 
rupted by a meſſage from my Lord Lieutenant, 


and paſſed a vote in that heat againſt lowering the 
gold at all. The warmth of the houſe was ſuch,

that though moſt of the members who know 
any thing of the ſubject of coins, thought the 
houſe were voting wrong; yet they found it to 
no purpoſe to make any oppoſition. ; 
Things being in this caſe, my Lord Lieutenant 
acquainted the council with the reſolutions of the 
Lords and Commons, and deſired their advice in 
the matter; which, I think, I may ſay they pro- 
miſed to give: I am ſure it 1s their duty to 
give it: but upon our holding a council after 
my Lord's departure, on this ſubject, too many 
of the council expreſſed a fear of offending the 
commons, though one great buſineſs of the coun- 
cil is to be a check upon both Lords and Com- 
mons, and did not care to give their opinion. 
All they could be brought to was, to ſend over? 
to my Lord Lieutenant an account of what has 
paſſed 1 in the council ſince the year 1711, rela- 
ting to the coin, and the reſolutions of the com- 
mittee of council in 1729, about ſettling. their 
value. But both in that account, and in their 
letter to my Lord Lieutenant, they ſhew they 
lean tv the opinion of reducing the gold, though 
they had not courage to ſpeak out. 
As this is our preſent caſe, through the influ- 
ence of the bankers and remitters on the Houſe 
of Commons, and the timidity of the council, 
the only remedy remaining for our evil is, if 
his Majeſty will be pleaſed to refer the reſo- 
Iutions of the committee of council 1729, tranſ- 
mitted to my Lord Lieutenant, to his officers 


of the mint, and if 1 their thoſe re- 
| ſolutions 
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ſolutions are thought reaſonable, to ſend his or- 
ders hither for a proclamation to iflue accordingly. 

I have had ſeveral worthy men both Lords 
and Commoners with me, begging that I would 
go on with this affair, notwithſtanding the heats 
about it, fince our manufactures and retail trade 
are under the laſt diſtreſs for want of filyer. 
The loweſt price of changing a moidore in moſt 
parts bxing 8 d. and often 15. or more. 

The reſolutions of that committee 1729, are 
to be ſeen in a printed vindication of the altera- 
tions intended to be made by the council in the 
value of the coins current in this N 3 
I underſtande was ſent your Grace. 

Whether foreign filver be raiſed or not, as in

V ſome letters which have been ſhewn me 
here, I find his Majeſty and your Excel- 
lency have been very much follicited in behalf of 
Mr. Daniel Kimberly, but that your Excellency 
was of the ſame opinion as we were of here, that 
the crime was ſo common in this country, as 
well as ſo heinous i in itſelf, that there was no room 
for mercy. 

We have had a great deal of trouble here in 
this affair, by giving way to Sir Ralph Gore's de- 
fire to reprieve him from Wedneſday to Saturday 
laſt week: upon which Mr. Kimberly got an opi- 
nion from an obſure lawyer, that by his being 
reprieved, the ſheriff could not lawfully execute 
him; till there was a new rule of court made 
about, him, the day being lapfed on which he 
ought to have been executed by the firſt order of 
court. The ſheriff was at a ſtand upon this, 
but adviſed with Mr. Juſtice Bernard and ſome 
other lawyers, who aſſured him the reprieve did 
not cancel the order, but only ſuſpended it for 
ſo many days. On Saturday laſt we had the 


Judges, the Prime- — Sollicitor, and Mr. 
SgSerxrjeant 
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Serjeant Bowes to conſult with, who were all of 
opinion that the ſheriff could execute him on the 
day to which he was reprieved. But ſome of 
them ſaying they had not thoroughly ſtudied the 
point, we thought fit to reprieve him till yeſter- 
day, and ſent to the Prime Serjeant, Attorney, 
Sollicitor, and Mr. Bowes, to have their opinion 
in writing on this ſubject, which they gave in on 
Tueſday,” agreeing that he might be executed at 
the expiration of the reprieve, without any new 
order. Upon this, ſince the prerogative was 
deeply concerned, that the granting of a reprieve 
for a few days ſhould not be carried to reprieve a 
male factor till next term, and ſince ſuch a prece- 
dent muſt probably have raiſed ſcruples in every 
ſheriff in Ireland, whether after any reprieve they 
could without a new order from the Judge exe- 
cute a criminal, we thought fit to give no farther 
reprieve, and he was executed yeſterday. _ 

. I muſt own I was very much ſurprized at this 
difficulty being raiſed here, having not heard the 
leaft hint of any ſuch thing in England; but J 
think the affair is now ſo ſettled, that for ſome 
time at leaſt no attempt of this nature is likely to 
be made on the prerogative here. 

I thought it my duty to give your Excellency 
this ſhort account of an affair, that has given us 
more trouble than I think it need have done.

OUR Excellency by the laſt mail will re- 


ceive two applications about ſome livings 
vacant by the death of Mr. Martin; one from 
Mr. Gardiner, in behalf of his nephew; the 
other from another gentleman for the vicarages 
of Erk and Claragh. 

J have been able to meet with nobody that can 
give a diſtinct account of what livings Mr. Mar- 
tin had, and whether the living Mr. Gardiner 
applies for is either the living of Erꝶ or Claragh ; 
if it be, he applies for it by ſome other name. 

I need fay nothing in favour of Mr. Gardiner's 
petition, fince I am ſure he wants no recommen- 
dation to your Lordſhip's favour. 

I have ſince received a letter from the Biſho 
of Offory, in favour of Mr. ohn Read, to whom 
he has lately given. the Church of St. Mary in 
Kilkenny, which he ſays is a moſt laborious cure, 
and not worth above 60 /. per ann. and he de- 
fires that your Excellency would be pleaſed to 
give Mr. Read the rectory of Claragb, not worth 
above 30 J. per ann. which is contiguous to St. 
Mary's, and has no Church, but the pariſhio- 
ners conitantly reſort to St. Mary's. Claragh 
his Lordſhip fays, has often been given to the 
Miniſter of St. Mary's, to help him out; and 
this he aſſures me is the true caſe of theſe pariſhes.

nate value of our gold and filver coins, to what . 
they bear in England, and the want of ſilver conſe- 
quent upon it, is what your Grace has probably 
heard of, and what: I ſhall take the liberty to 
write more to your Lordſhip about, if I am encou- 
raged by your Grace to do it. 555 
hut beſide the want of ſilver, the ordinary peo- 
ple here are under the laſt diſtreſs for want of 
copper money: of this I met with complaints 
laſt year at every place in the viſitation of m 
province; and it is what is every day complained 
of in this town. Tradeſmen that retail, and poor 
people are forced to pay for getting their little ſilver

In ſeveral pamphlets one of their 
rights has been aſſerted to be, to publiſh what 
they pleaſe about religion, and another to publiſh 
the ſame about all affairs of ſtate; and this au- 
thor has now ſtarted a third, which is, to be eaſed 
from the burthen of tythes. 1 wiſh the landed 
gentlemen would reflect, whether the next privi- 
lege of a free - born Engliſbman may not be to be 


excuſed from the burthen of rents, ſince the te- 


nants of England do almoſt as much out-number 
the landlords, as the laity do the clergy. I muſt 
| own it is with great grief that I ſee daily ſuch 
things publiſhed, and thoſe liberties taken with 


perſons in power, and ſuch a diſregard to all the 
| „ 
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rights and properties of the ſubject, as I think 
muſt hy degrees end in ſome publick diſturbance. 
As to the clergy in particular, I believe there 


never has been a time, when there has been leſs 


reaſon to complain of any oppreſſions from the 
ſpiritual courts, or diſaffection to the conſtitution 
than at preſent; and I cannot but think by what 
Jam informed, that one cauſe of theſe attacks 
made on them, is from thoſe who are very uneaſy 
to ſee fo great a ſtrength on the bench of.

ployed agents on the other ſide of the water to 
have the bill ſunk there. | 
That your Grace may the better underſtand 
the caſe, I muſt beg leave to acquaint you that in 
the 7th of King William an act was paſſed here, 
entitled, an act for the better ſecuring the go- 
vernment by diſarming papiſts. The intent of 
which was not only to take away the arms then 
in the hands of papiſts, but conſtantly to keep 
them and their ſucceſſors diſarmed; and it has 
been the opinion of the Judges from time to time, 
that the law had forbid all papiſts at any time to 
keep or carry arms. But upon a papiſt being in- 
dicted laſt ſummer aſſizes in the county of Gal- 
way upon that act, for carrying arms, though it 
was not diſputed either that he was a papiſt, or 
carried arms, yet the jury were pleaſed to acquit 
him. Upon this it has been underſtood by the 
papiſts every where, that the ſaid act only con-

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| had in their poſſeſſion at the time that act was 


paſſed; and upon talking with the Judges, we 
find that act was drawn up ſo ill, that there is 
too much room for ſuch an opinion.

The power given in the old act to the govern- 
ment to licenſe ſuch papiſts to bear arms as they 


thought proper, is here continued, with a power 


of revoking ſuch licenſes, when they ſhall think 
fit, which was forgot in the former act. The 
chief additions to this new bill are, that no pro- 


teſtant ſervant to a papiſt ſhall have any arms 
whilſt he is in that ſervice; for this was one way 
of eluding the act, whilſt it was thought to be in 


force, to keep a proteſtant ſervant, who pretended 


to be the proprietor of all arms found in the houſe 


of his popiſh maſter. That the proof of a per- 
ſon being commonly reputed a papiſt, ſhall be 


ſufficient to convi ſuch perſon offending againſt 


this act, except he prove himſelf a proteſtant, for 
on ſome trials it was found very difficult to prove 
a man to be a papiſt, — the whole cy 
knew him to be ſo.

167-4 ug nor the government here ſafe, unleſs the 
act we now ſend over be paſſed. The papiſts by 
the moſt modeſt computation, are about five to 
one proteſtant, but others think they cannot be 
leſs than ſeven to one.

A an affair of great conſequence is juſt over 
with us, I mean the puſh for repealing the 
teſt in favour of the Diſſenters, I thought it 
my duty to acquaint your Grace how that af- 


fair ſtands. 


When my Lord Lieutenant firſt came hither 


this time, he let the Diſſenters and others know, 


that he had inſtructions, if it could be done, to 


get the teſt repealed; and he has fince ſpoke to 


all any ways dependant on the government, as 
well as to others, whom he could hope to influ- 
ence, to diſpoſe them to concur with the deſign, 
and ſo have others done that have the honour to 
be in his Majeſty's ſervice. 
But it was unanimouſly agreed, that it was not 
proper to bring that affair into either houſe of par- 
liament till the ſupply was ſecured. However as 
the deſign could not be kept ſecret, and as the 
Diſſenters 
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Diſſenters ſent up agents from the north to ſolli- 
cit the affair among the members of parliament, it 
ſoon occaſioned a great ferment both in the two 
houſes and out of them, and brought a greater. 
number of members to town than is uſual. There 
came likewiſe many of the clergy from the ſeveral 
parts of the kingdom to oppoſe the deſign ; and a 
pamphlet war was carried on for and againſt re- 
pealing the teſt, in which thoſe who wrote for it 
| ſhewed the greateſt temper. . 
And thus the perſons who came to town to op- 
poſe it, by degrees heated one another, and viſibly 
gained ground, and the members of the Houſe of 
Commons were, by adjourned calls of the Houſe, 
kept in town. | 1 
There were daily reports ſpread, that the bill 
would be brought in ſuch or ſuch a day; and ſome 
in the oppoſition gave out, they would move for 
it, that the point might be decided one way or 
another: till at length, after much impatience 
ſhewn on the occaſion, on this day ſe'nnight, a 
very unuſual, and I think unparliamentary motion 
was made, that after the next Friday the Houſe 
would neither receive bills nor heads of bills, for 
repealing any part of the acts to prevent the 
growth of popery, in one of which the ſacramen- 
tal teſt is enacted. There was ſome oppoſition 
made to the ſhortneſs of the time, and the next 
Monday moved for, but the warmth of the Houſe, 
which was a very full one, againſt any farther de- 
lay, and indeed againſt any repeal of the teſt, ap- 
peared fo great and ſo general, that it was thought 
i | moſt 
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moſt prudent not to divide about that reſo- 

lation. 7 
And upon conſidering what then appeared to 
be the ſenſe of much the greater part of the Houſe, 
and what was found to be the diſpoſition of the 
members by talking with them, it was concluded 
at a meeting at the Caſtle on Wedneſday morning, 
and another on Thur/day morning, where ſome 
of the agents for the Diſſenters were preſent, to 
be moſt for the credit of the government and the 
eace of the kingdom, not to puſh for a thing 
which plainly appeared impracticable : and it was 
thought a very dangerous ſtep to unite a majority 


of the Houſe in an oppoſition to the intentions of 


the government, ſince it was not ſo certain when 
ſuch an union might be diſſolved. 

And at a meeting of ſeveral members of the 
Houſe of Commons, who were diſpoſed to repeal 
the teſt, it was agreed that in the preſent ſtate of' 


affairs, it would be wrong to puſh for a thing that 


would certainly miſcarry. 


Whilſt this affair has been depending, there 


have been great heats in the Houſe of Commons, 


and a more than uſual obſtruction of publick bu- 
ſineſs; and the Houſe of Lords has had their 
ſhare in their coming to ſome reſolutions, though 
not on this ſubject, which would ſcarce have been 
carried or moved at another time. And I am fully 
of opinion that though the repeal had paſſed in the 
Commons, it would have miſcarried among the 
Lords.

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I find ſome of the Diſſenters now ſay, the thing 
ought to have been tried ſooner in the ſeſſion.

What repreſentation the Diſſenters here may 
make of this affair I cannot tell: but I believe 

their agents from the north had at firſt met with 
either ſuch encouragement or ſuch general civil 
anſwers, that they had given greater hopes of ſuc- 
ceſs to their friends in the country than there was 
Juſt reaſon for. And ſome of them at the meeting 
at the Caſtle + laſt Thur/day, were for puſhing 
the affair at all adventures, urging that they 
thought they ſhould not loſe the cauſe very diſ-

| honourably, 
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honourably, though upon what paſſed there they 
ſeemed to have little hopes of it's ſucceeding, in 
which I think they looked more at their own 
honour than his Majeſty's ſervice.

IE affair of repealing the teſt is now over 
with us: whilſt it was carrying on it occa- 
fioned very great heats in the Commons: and 
your Lordſhip will eaſily gueſs that many of the 
Clergy were not wanting in their zeal to raiſe 
what oppoſition they could againſt it. I am apt 
to think that there were near three to two againſt 
it among the Commons; and the majority was ſo 
clear, that I queſtion whether many who were 


for it would not have abſented themſelves or have 


voted againſt it, if it had come to a diviſion, to 
avoid marking themſelves to no purpoſe. And I 
am fully ſatisfied that in the Houſe of Lords, 
there would have been at leaſt two to one 

ainſt it. 1 3 

My Lord Lieutenant was not wanting in his 
enfleavours to diſpoſe thoſe in the ſervice of the 
government, or whom he could any ways influ- 
ence 
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ence, to promote the repeal. But for two days 
before the day fixed in the Houſe of Commons 
for bringing it in, if at all, there was a meeting 
at the Caſtle of thoſe of diſtinction in his Majeſ- 
ty's ſervice, and at the ſecond meeting the princi- 
pal agents for the Diſſenters from the north were 

reſent, when it was the unanimous opinion of 
thoſe in his Majeſty's ſervice, that the repeal 
could not be carried in the Houſe of Commons, 
and that therefore no ſuch bill ought to be 
brought in, ſince a fruitleſs attempt would be to 
the diſhonour of the government, and would pro- 
bably bring about ſuch an union among oppoſite 
parties as might not ſoon be diſſolved. Some of 
the agents of the Diſſenters there preſent, ſeemed 
ſatisfied, but one or two of them were for having 
the thing hazarded, inſiſting it would not be loſt 
by a diſhonourable majority. I hear ſome among 
the Diſſenters, eſpecially among their miniſters, 
are very angry on this occaſion. SD 
I am apt to think one reaſon of it may be, 
that when they firſt canvaſſed among the mem- 
bers, they miſtook civil anſwers for promiſes, - 
and wrote to their friends in the north with 
greater hopes of ſucceſs than they had reaſon 
for; and now do not care to own that they 
were miſtaken in their calculations. Though 
beſides I am fatisfied they were miſtaken in 
their numbers, becauſe ſeveral who had promi- 
ſed them at firſt, upon ſeeing ſuch a heat raiſed 
by it, fell off. | 
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Another reaſon given by them to ſeveral for 
puſhing it, when it ſeemed deſperate, was that 
their friends in England inſtructed them to puſh 
it at all adventures. 

The heat among the churchmen here will, I 
think be ſoon over ; but I do not hear of much 
diſpoſition to temper among the Piſſenters. It 
is certain their preachers are drawing up a me- 
morial to ſend over to their friends in England to 
throw the blame of the miſcarriage on my Lord 
Lieutenant, though -unjultly, fince he was not 
wanting in his endeavours to ſerve the Diſſenters, 
but really it was not at all practicable, at leaſt 
at this time. But ſome of their laity, thoſe eſpe- 
cially of more temper and prudence, are endea- 
vouring to hinder it, but with what ſucceſs is not 
yet known.

MONG other bills ſent over for paſſing 
the privy council in England, is one for the 
relief of the creditors of Ben. Burton and Francis 
Harriſon, &c. which I muſt beg leave to recom- 
mend particularly to your Grace's care, that it 
may.return to us. The ſeveral bankers mentioned 
in the title of the bill, continued the ſame bank 
without interruption with great credit ; but as 
appears at laſt, had drawn off unreaſonable divi- 
dends, and Ben. Burton and Fr. Harriſon had 
bought great eſtates, ſo that the bank was worth 
nothing at the time of Harriſon's death, but the 
ſucceeding banks paid off the former bank with 
the money of the new creditors, till at laſt pay- 
ment was ſtopped. The equity of the bill is 
founded on the firſt bankers having had their debts 
of the bank paid with the later creditors monies ; 
and an act 8 Georg. 1. by which the unſettled eſ- 
tate of any banker is liable at the time of his 
death to all the bank debts; fo that when Harr:- 
ſon died his eſtate was liable to pay all the debts 
of the bank as well as Burton's, ſince they were 
anſwerable jointly and ſeverally. His eſtate is 
ſince got into the hands of ſtrangers, from whence 
it could by long and expenſive ſuits be fetched out 
by the 8 Georg. 1. but as this would be very te- 
dious and expenſive, * no little creditor _ 
ave 


* * 
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have any benefit that way, this act veſts the 
eſtates of the ſeveral bankers in truſtees, who are 
to determine all claims in a ſummary way, and 
to ſell as much as will pay the debts of the ſeve- 
ral banks; but as to Harriſon they are not to ſell 
more than will anſwer the debts of the bank at 
the time of his death; and if by ſuch ſale he has 
paid more than his a of thoſe debts, it is to 
be made good out of the unſold eſtates of the other 
bankers, or the remaining debts and ſecurities be- 
longing to the bank; ſince that is not an affair 
between the acedivncy and the bankers but be- 
tween the bankers themſelves to adjuſt their ſe- 
veral proportions. 

When this bank ſtopped payment laſt June, it 
had very nigh overturned all our paper credit here, 
and if this bill miſcarries, it 1s not doubted but 
our bankers will all be blown up. And at the 
ſame time, we have ſo little ſpecie here, probably 
at the moſt not above 500,000 /. that without pa- 
per credit, our trade cannot be carried on, nor 
our rents paid. 

Your Grace may have ſeen my name in the 
votes, as a petitioner for this bill, but there is lit- 
tle more than 200 J. owing to me on my own ac- 
count, and I can aflure your Grace that it is not 
any regard to my own concern in the bank, 
which is a meer trifle, but a regard to the pub- 
lick credit of this kingdom, which 1s in danger 
of being ſunk if this bill ſhould miſcarry, that oc- 
caſions my preſſing your Grace to get us this bill 
returned.

V the laſt two 0 are come ſeveral private 
letters that talk doubtfully of the ſucceſs of 
Burton's bill, and inſinuate that there have been 
letters from great perſons in Ireland repreſenting 
that the paſſing it>-would be of detriment to this 
kingdom. 
That the Lord Chief Juſtice Rogerſon ſhould 
have written againſt that bill is not ſtrange, fince 
whatever is taken from Harriſon's eſtate towards 
paying the debts of the bank is taken from Mr. 
Creighton who married the Lord Chief Juſtice's 
daughter; ſo that the Chief Juſtice's letter 1 is not 
from an indifferent hand. 

But the truth of our caſe, and what every 
man of ſenſe here knows, is, that if this bill 
miſcarries, it muſt. put an end to our paper cre- 
dit here, by an immediate run upon the bankers 
or gradual forbearing to lodge money there : and 
it is certain we hive not caſh enough in the na- 
tion to carry on our common trade or pay our 
rent or taxes : and I very much queſtion whe- 
ther if our paper credit fails, it would, not be 
with the utmoſt difficulty that our army could 
be ſubſiſted. And as this is the opinion of 
every body here, the miſcarriage of this bill can- 
not but make a great diſturbance in both Houſes 
of Parliament,

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It is likewiſe reported that the bankers bill is 
likely to be loſt. If there is any hardſhip in it, 
it was by the conſent of the bankers here; and 
all new in it is, that they cannot ſettle any pare 
of their eſtate upon a marriage, &c. 
There was a clauſe offered in the council, that 
their eſtates ſhould be diſcharged from the debts 
of the bank within a term of years after the 
death of a banker, or his giving notice that he 
was quitting the buſineſs: but it was thought, 
ai that if this had been law at the time 
of Mr. Harr:ijon's death, the creditors of the 
bank would have loſt about 40 per cent. it was 
there apprehended that if ſuch a clauſe paſſed, the 
the firſt banker that died or gave notice of his 
deſigning to quit the buſineſs, would occaſion all 
the notes of that bank being called for, and that 
might bring a run on the others, ſo it was not 
thought ſafe to venture ſuch a clauſe. 
The bankers bill will pleaſe, and yet gives no 
ſuch great ſecurity to the creditors more than be- 
fore; but if it is loſt it may do miſchief.

By the wars in this country in 1641 and 1688,

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people were unable or unwilling: to rebuild chem, 
where the whole expence was to . on the 
builder, there was an act paſſed in the ioth of 
King William, to encourage the rebuilding of 
houſes, and making other improvements on 
Church lands, in which the encouragement was 
to divide the expence or loſs e qually among three 
ſucceſſive incumbents, ſo that the builder or his 
executors ſhould recover two thirds of his ex- 
ences of his next and immediate ſucceflor, and 
that ſucceſſor one third of the original expence of 
his immediate ſucceſſor, and ſo the affair ſtopped.

In thus diſtributing the expenſe this bill abet 
no change, but endeavours the better to ſecure to 


the builder or his ſucceſſors, ſuch money as they 


were by that act deſigned to be reimburſed. Now 
1 the former act, the builder or other perſon en- 
* titled to a payment from the ſucceſſor, had no re- 

medy but againſt his immediate ſucceſſor, nor 
could that next ſucceſſor ſue his ſucceſſor, except 
he had entirely paid his predeceſſor; ſo that when- 


ever the ſucceſſor proved inſolvent, the * &c. 
bY © oft 
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loſt all the money he or his executors were not 
paid. By this act the builder, &c. may come 
upon the ſecond ſucceſſor for what was unpaid by 
the firſt, ſo that it do not exceed what the firſt 
ſucceſſor could have demanded of him, if he had 
made his entire payment to the builder, &c. and 
if the ſucceſſor to the builder had paid more than 
he was to loſe, he is allowed likewiſe to ſue the 
ſecond ſucceſſor for what he had paid more than 


he was to loſe. And becauſe it ſometimes hap- 


pens that an incumbent dies before he has received 
ſo much of the profits of his living as may at all 
aſſiſt him to pay his predeceſſor, this act enacts, 
That no incumbent ſhall be deemed a next ſuc- 


ceſſor for the purpoſe of paying to his predeceſſors, 


for any buildings or improvements made in virtue 
of thoſe acts, who was not before his death or re- 
moval, entitled to a year's profits of the benefice, 
but that the firſt perſon ſo entitled, ſhall for this 
purpoſe only, be reckoned the next ſucceſſor. 
There is then a clauſe to make the act of a 
piece; that as it cannot be ſeen till the end of a 
year, who is the next ſucceſſor as to payments, it 
allows even in caſe of the death of the builder, 
&c. which was not allowed before, a year for the 


payment of half what was due, and the reſt to 


be paid the year following in two halt yearly 
payments. 

The next clauſe relates to an enden that may 
have been made in the Biſhop's certificate ſettling 
what was Gora fide laid out, of an account of the 
clear yearly. value of the benefice on which the 
building or improvement was made, and allows

an additional certificate, containing an account of 
the clear yearly value of the benefice. Q 

There 1s another clauſe that enacts, that though 
an account of the intended building had not been 
given in to the Biſhop three months before it was 
actually begun, yet this omiſſion ſhall not invali- 
date any certificate; and for the future enacts 
only a fortnight as neceſſary to deliver in an ac- 
count of the intended building. 

There is another clauſe for ſecurity's ae and 
to cut off ſubterfuges for not building; which 
enacis, that biſhopricks that have uſually gone to- 
gether, ſhall be reckoned but as one preferment 
for the purpoſe of ſettling the two years income, 
beyond which no perſon by the 12th of George 1. 
can certify for any building or Improvement 0 on 
Wee lands. 

As theſe ſeveral things were ſettled by the una- 
nimous conſent of the Biſhops in town before the 
bill was brought into the Houſe of Lords, as ne- 
ceſſary to encourage the building on Church-lands, 
I muſt beg of your Grace that the bill may be re- 
turned without any alteration that may defeat the 
intention of any of the clauſes.

I ſeveral parts of this kingdom our pariſhes are 


very large, and run to a great length, with no 
proportionable breadth, fo that we find it would 
be very convenient to divide many pariſhes, and 
to erect new pariſhes out of parts it may be of 
two or three pariſhes ; and to this purpoſe we have 
an act for the real union and diviſion of pariſhes. 
But upon. conſidering that bill it is found, that 
where a new pariſh is formed out of the parts of 
two or three old pariſhes, there: can be no preſen- 
tation to ſuch new pariſh, till all thoſe old pa- 
riſhes become void, which may poſſibly be a courſe 
of many years. As this is a great diſcouragement 
to erecting new pariſhes, how much ſoever they 
may be wanted, we have ſent over a bill, entitled 
An act for explaining an act for the real union and 
diviſion of pariſhes: which is wholly deſigned to 
enable patrons upon erecting new pariſhes of 
pieces of old pariſhes, to preſent upon any one 
piece being vacant, and to direct how ſuch in- 
cumbent is to be inducted, &c. ſtill ſaving to the 
ſurviving incumbents all the rights they had du- 
ring their reſpective incumbencies. And as no 
union and diviſion can be made without the con- 
ſent of the patrons, and it has been found that 
the conſent of his Majeſty, either under his ſign 
manual or great ſeal, where he is patron, is both 
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troubleſome and chargeable to get, and till a new 
pariſh can be preſented to, which cannot be till 
after an union already made takes place, there is 
no perſon to be at that trouble and expence ; by 
this act the chief governor or governors, for the 
time being are impowered to conſent for his Ma- 
jeſty, who can be no loſer by any ſuch union or 
diviſion, becauſe the patronage continues where it 
was before, after every union or diviſion.

eſtates, Nor are they the only people alarmed 
here, but all that are the purchaſers. of forfeited

And it is certain that all the noblemen and gen- 
tlemen of this country, who live in England, loſe 
from 2 to 2 = per cent. in the remittances of their 
money to England, which is uſed as a popular 
argument againſt the propoſed reduction, that the 
abſentees will get ſo much per cent. by it; whilſt 
they will not conſider that the nation at preſent 
loſes five times as much in the export and import 
of goods, as the abſentees will gain by. this re- 
duction of the exchange. 

Now the remedy we propoſe in our 3 
tion to his Majeſty, is a very eaſy and very ob- 
vious one, that we may have leave to reduce our 
gold, to go for as much Engliſh ſilver as it is 
worth, in proportion to the guiuea going for 21s.

The bankers and remitters have raiſed the ſame 
clamour as formerly againſt it, and the moſt po- 
pular plea againſt it is, that this reduction of the 
gold will fall the exchange at leaſt 2 per cent. which 
will turn to the advantage of the abſentees. I have 
endeavoured to ſatisfy them that if the abſentees 
get 2 per cent. by this reduction, the nation will 

at the ſame time get 2 per cent. in all their ex- 


ports and imports, which will be four or five 


times as much as the abſentees will gain by this 
reduction: but all arguments are nothing ogg 
the prepoſſeſſions of the bankers. 

As I know your Lordſhip's concern for the 
good of this kingdom, and your ſenſe of our diſ- 


treſs and the proper remedy, I thought proper to 


acquaint your Lordſhip in what poſture this affair 
ſtands, that as we have got the matter pn the 
other fide of the water, whither I could never get

EF O RE your Grace left this kingdom, I 
acquainted your Lordſhip that I feared the 
bankers had miſinformed the council about what 
was the middle price of bullion in England, which 
they affirmed was 5 f. 4 d. Engliſb per ounce; 
but I am ſince aſſured that for two or three years 
paſt, it has hardly reached 5 5. 3 d. per ounce; 
and if this be the caſe, I muſt beg leave to deſire 
that the reduction of the gold may go on without 
any alteration of the preſent proclamation price of 
foreign filver, or that at the higheſt it may not be 
ſet higher than at 55. 2 3 d. per ounce, or 5.5. 3d. 
Engliſh at moſt. 
To ſtate this matter in a tolerable light, I muſt 
obſerve, that the reaſon of thinking at all of rai- 
ſing the price of foreign ſilver was, that by ſetting 
it at a price that might make it worth while to 
utter it as money here, we might have ſome of it 
as it was brought in, circulate here as money; 
whereas whilſt the proclamation price is leſs than 
the bullion price, it will ſtill be carried to Eng- 
land or Holland as a commodity: and if 55.

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filver coins; on which I would beg leave to make 
the following remarks. 

1. If there be no objection to that part which 
relates to the reduction of gold, I wiſh they would 
report that clearly. 

2. As to my letter, I do not apprehend re 
is any occaſion to take notice of it in their report, 
and it is only to put them in mind that we in our 
repreſentation went upon a ſuppoſition that ſilver 

bore ſuch a price, which afterwards I learned was 
greater than it really bore; and indeed in our re- 
preſentation, we mention that we ſuppoſe filver 
to bear ſuch a rate, but at the mint they 
could not but know | it was the true middle 
price of it. 
3. That though . 55s. 4: d. may be the middle 
rice of filver in bars, yet if foreign filver coin 
has for ſome years fold but for 55s. 2 d. to 
55. 3+. per ounce, that ought to regulate the 
price intended to be given to the value of foreign 
coins here, becauſe it 1s their value, and not that 
of filver 1 in bars which is to be ſettled. 

. That the ſettling ſuch a price on old pieces 
of eight, and another on new, will produce 
confuſion here, where the ordinary people will 
not ſoon learn the difference bet wixt the one 
and the other. 

That I am ſenſible the value of the Me- 
ico piece and the French crown in the old pro- 
clamations, is leſs than they will ſell for as a 
commodity, that value having been fixed by the 
advice, as I have reaſon to believe, of the bankers,

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on the bottom of the Engliſb ſilver coin, at the 
rate of 5s. 2 d. Engliſb per ounce, the effect of 
which has been, that by getting the gold raiſed, 
they are all carried out of the kingdom. | 

6. As to the weight of the Mexico, Seville, and 
Pillar pieces of eight, and of the Portugal gold, 
we have ſet them at the weight the generality of 
thoſe had that came amongſt us; and as the 
weight of thoſe pieces both of filver and gold is 
reckoned-higher in England than we have fixed 
them at in our proclamations, it is plain we have 
ſet each piece at a higher value than it bears 
JJ el es | 

7. In diſtinguiſhing the Pillar and Peru pieces 
of eight, we follow the former proclamations. 

8. As to the Maximilian, Leopold, &c. dollars, 
or ducatoons of Spain, they may well enough be 
omitted, if they are ſcarce in England, for they 
are, all vaniſhed from hence. TEES 

9. I am ſenſible it is a diſadvantage to have fo- 
reign coins current as money by weight, but abſo- 
lute ruin to have them current by tale ; and there- 
fore could wiſh we had as little of them as 
may be. | _ 

In our caſe, foreign gold is neceflary, but I 
would gladly prevent foreign filver from being ſet 
at ſuch a price as to make it worth our bankers 
while to exchange our gold for foreign filyer, by 
_ raiſing it, as they have already changed all our 
flyer for gold, by raiſing that. | 

As for the affair of a coinage of ſilver at the 
tower, for the uſe of this country, it is what 
will require mature conſideration, and is more

As you know our preſent diſtreſs for want of 
change, I muſt beg of you to preſs the reduction

wiſh nothing was done about the filver coins; 
which letter my Lord Lieutenant has communi- 
cated to them, but it was not referred to them by 
the council. As to that, I would obſerve, that I

for the rights of the clergy. 

I am ſorry my letter did not come to your 
hands till you was in the country, ſince I make 
no doubt but your Lordſhip's repreſentations 
would have a good eitect both with my Lord 
Lieutenant and the miniftry. 

I have not been wanting in my endeavours to 
get our evil remedied, and the memorial of the 
council is referred to the officers of the mint: and 
I hear thoſe in power ſeem all convinced that we 
are in a very bad way, and that our gold ought to 
be lowered ; but nothing is yet done, and I hear 

my Lord Lieutenant is too much diſpoſed to make 
the reduction at twice, which will defeat the 
cure; for there will be above 1 per cent. to be 
got by importing gold upon a half reduction, fo 
that it will help us to no filver, and the bankers 
are ſo much maſters of the Houſe of Commons, 
that I apprehend if the affair be not quite over 
firſt, they will get ſome idle votes to prevent any 
farther reduction. | 

I ſhall repreſent this to my Lord £ as 
ſoon as J have an anſwer to my laſt letter to him 
on that ſubject. 


I have 
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J have ſent your Lordſhip the reſolutions of th 
Houſe of Commons, in relation to agiſtment, but 
there were ſome other votes ready to have been 
poaſſed, one particularly to fall on the Barons of 
the Exchequer on that ſubject, which though they 
were ſtopped by ſome of the Houſe that were 
wiſer, yet ſeem to have intimidated that court al- 
moſt as much as if they had paſſed. After theſe 
votes were over, affociations-were entered into by 
moſt of the Lay-lords and Commoners, to join 
againſt agiſtment; and the like affociations were 
ſent down to moſt counties againſt the aſſizes, and 
ſigned in moſt counties, though refuſed in ſonie. 
In ſome places they went ſo far as to talk of 
chuſing a county treaſurer, and ſupporting any 
law-ſuit on that ſubject againſt the clergy by a

I was told by ſome of ſenſe that went the cir- 
cuits, that there was a rage ſtirred up apainſt the 
| clergy, that they thought equalled any thing they 
had ſeen againſt the popiſh prieſts, in the moſt 
dangerous times they remembered. RS 
I could not forbear telling my Lord Lieutenant 
on occaſion of theſe aſſociations, that though the 
rights of the clergy were in particular attacked at 
preſent, yet this method was of moſt dangerous 
conſequence to the government, ſince by the ſame 
method that was now taken to diſtreſs the clergy, 
the execution of any law or a& of parliament 
might be effectually obſtructed. 
As ſome that were more prudent than others 
amongſt them, ſaid they would endeavour to ſet- 


tle things another ſeiſion in ſome reaſonable way, 
and

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and hoped the clergy would let things reſt in the 


mean time, and as the latter part of the laſt reſo- 
tion ſeems to promiſe ſamewhat of that nature, the 
Biſhops thought it moſt adviſeable to perſuade the 
clergy to be quiet till next ſeſſions, that it might 
not be ſaid things would have been amicably ſet- 
tled if it had not been for the heat of the clergy. I 
expect nothing from them, but the clergy have be- 
haved themſelves with a temper that has ſurprized 
their enemies. I believe they will bring in a bill next 
ſeſſions, that will half ruin the clergy here, which 
there will be no poſſibility of ſtopping here, but 
I hope the friends to the conſtitution in Church 
and State, will ſink ſuch bills in the council in 


England. © 


We generally ſuppoſe this ferment is encou- 
raged from England, as are our great outcries for 
a common- wealth. What things will end in 
God only knows, but I am very much ſurprized 
to hear from England, that the young noblemen 
that travel abroad, come back zealous for a 
common-wealth, as ſome of our young noblemen 


here ſhew themſelves to be. I cannot but think 


by the experiment that has been made formerly, 
the nobility have very little reaſon to hope they 
ſhall keep their ground, if monarchy be once 


ruined. . 


I have likewiſe ſent your Lordſhip the covenants 
Lord Pięſiy has inſerted in the leaſes lately made

might 
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might be kept to be brought over by his Grace, I 
deſired it mike be ſent over as ſoon as his Grace 
pleaſes, if he complies with my requeſt; parti- 
cularly that he might be of ſervice if any diſpute 
ſhould ariſe about a proclamation for lowering 
our gold. 

On which ſubject I have likewiſe written to his 
Grace, telling him how forward that affair_is on 
the other ſide of the water, and defiring it may 
be diſpatched as ſoon as he pleaſes, that the ruf- 
fle which ſuch a reduction muſt cauſe, whenever 
it is done, may be quite over before the ſeſſion of 
our parliament draws near. I have likewiſe de- 
| fired his Grace that his Majeſty's orders on that 
head may be very clear and expreſs, that we may 
not be troubled with any delays or difficulties 
here. I have no doubt but your Grace is ſenſible 
why I deſire this, from many things that have 
happened under your Grace's adminiſtration. 

I have referred the Duke of Devonſhire to your 
Grace to be fully informed how this affair of the 
coin ſtands, and what has been done in England 
about it, and where it now reſts. If your Grace 
would be ſo good as to order Mr. Cary to give his 
Lordſhip a copy of the memorial to his Majeſty 
on that head, I think his Grace would ſufficiently 
underſtand the merits of the cauſe.

/ OUR Grace will be ſo good as to excuſe 
my putting you in mind of an affair now de- 
pending in the Treaſury, relating to the reduc- 
tion of our gold. We are in the laſt diſtreſs 
for want of filver in all the lower parts of buſi- 
neſs, there being a profit of 2 per cent. by bring- 
ing Portugal gold here rather than filver, and the 
ſame loſs by carrying gold from hence rather than 
filver, ſo that what filver we had has been till 
exporting, and the return for our exports have 
been ſtill made in gold: this our condition we re- 
preſented to his Majeſty from the government and 
. council, when his Grace the Duke of Dorſet was 
here laſt, and our repreſentation was referred to 
the council, and from thence to the Treaſury, 
and ſo to the officers of the mint, where it has 
reſted by the ſickneſs of Mr. Conduit ; but as he

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is now well, as I am told, and has a report ready 
when called for, I muſt defire of your Grace to 
ſet that affair on foot again, and to get the Trea- 
ſury to call for that report, and make their report 
to 1 council, that we may receive his Majefty's 
orders for a proclamation for ſuch ar FR, as he 
| ſhall pleaſe to fix upon. 

This is an affair of great conſequence to this | 
nation, and the ſooner it is done before the ſeſ- 
fion of our parliament, that the little ferment ſuch 
a reduction mult cauſe whenever it is made, may 
be quite over, I think the better. If your Grace 
will be fo good as to enquire of the Duke of Dor- 
et, he will acquaint you how this affair ſtands, 
and of what importance it is to this nation to have 
it ſoon ſettled.

Am very ſorry for the occaſion I have to trou- 

ble you. But as it is, what the King's intereſt 
and the peace of the publick here are very much 
concerned in, I doubt not of your excuſe for 
my fo doing. 

You Have heard from others of the — of 
the Houſe of Commons laſt ſeſſion againſt the de- 
mands made by the clergy of agiſtment, and pro- 
bably may have read the votes pa: led there on that 
occaſion. 

Several of the clergy had ſued for agiſtment, 
and the courts of juſtice here had determined in 
their favour, and the claim in general was ſo 
eſtabliſhed, that the only controverſy, in the ſeve- 


ral ſuits for ſome time, had been about the num- 


ber of cattle, and the quota to be paid for them : 
it has been decided to be due by common 
law ; it has indeed been ſaid on the other fide, 
that the claim is new, and ſo it is in ſome parts 
of the kingdom, but has been regularly paid 
in the north, where things have been beſt and 


ſooneſt ſettled. But the caſe of the clergy here 


is very different from that in England, which 
has been the very antient uſage is hard to ſay ; 


but ſince the reformation, whilſt the lands were 


moſtly in popiſh hands, the clergy took what 
ns could * — and very few ever went 
near 


near their livings to do duty. That I do not look 
upon law to have had a free courſe here till ſince 
the reformation, and from thence to have gra- 
dually come to the knowledge of people. With- 
out this tythe there are whole pariſhes where 
there is no proviſion. for the miniſter : but we do 
not defire to be judges, but that our rights may 
ſtand on the ſame bottom as thoſe of other ſub- 


jects, and the judges not be intimidated by votes of 


either Houſe of Parliament from doing us juſ- 
tice, if we ſeek for it. | 
As a great part of the gentry entered into aſſo- 
ciations not to pay for agiſtment to the clergy, 
and to make a common purſe in cach county to 
ſupport any one there that ſhould be ſued for 


agiſtment, and were underſtood by the common 


people every where to be ready to diſtreſs the 
clergy all manner of ways, in their other rights, 
if they offered to ſue for agiſtment, it was 
thought adviſeable to hinder as much as we Bi- 
ſhops could, any of the clergy from carrying on 
or commencing any ſuits on that head for a tune; 
and the more fo, as ſeveral perſons among the 
Commons of more wiſdom and temper, promiſed 
to think of ſome reaſonable accommodation in 
this affair againſt another ſeſſion. 

But though the clergy have been quiet, and 


behaved themſelves during this interval with a 


temper that has ſurpriſed their adverſaries, yet I 


cannot find any of the laity have thought of any 
the leaſt reaſonable method of compounding mat- 


ters, but the bulk of them reckon they have by 
the votes made laſt ſeſſion carried this point and 
; 1 are 
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are thibreby animated to make new attacks on 
other rights of the clergy. I have in vain repre- 
ſented to ſeveral of them that in the ſouth and 


weſt of Ireland by deſtroying the tithe of agiſt- 


ment, they naturally diſcourage tillage, and 
hereby leſſen the number of people, and raiſe the 
price of proviſions, and render thoſe provinces in- 
capable of carrying on the linnen manufacture, 
for which they ſo much envy che north of this 
kingdom. 

It is certain that by running into cattle the 
numbers of people are decreaſing in thoſe parts, 
and moſt of their youth out of buſineſs, and diſ- 
poſed to liſt in foreign ſervice for bread, as there 
is no employment for them at home, where two 
or three hands can look after ſome hundreds of 
acres ſtocked with cattle, and by this means a 
great part of our churches are neglected, in many 
places five, fix, or ſeven pariſhes (denominations 
we commonly call them) beſtowed on one incum- 
bent, who perhaps with all his tithes ſcarce gets 

an hundred a year. 
1 muſt on this occaſion not only obſerve the il- 
legality of theſe aſſociations, but the danger of 
them to the government, and eſpecially to any 
acts of parliament paſſed in England relating to 
this country, which may be eſteemed hardſhips 
here, fince I do not well ſee, if this humour goes 
on, how ſuch acts can be put in execution here. 
And how far and to what other purpoſes ſuch af- 
fociations may in time extend, I do not pretend 
to judge, but I find in ſome counties tbey already 
begin to form affociations againſt what they wy 
ue 
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due to the clergy, but they are encouraged by the 
ſucceſs of this firſt attempt to go on to further 
ſteps. The humour of clans and confederacies is 
neither ſo well underſtood nor felt in England as 
it is here. 5 f | 

But by diſcourſes dropt among people and by 
ſome papers handed about, there are other un- 
doubted rights of the clergy, that are deſigned to 
be voted away one after another, or taken away 


by new laws, if they are permitted to go on, and 


I find we Biſhops are threatened to have our fines 
if not part of our eſtates taken from us. I need 
not on this occaſion. obſerve what a ſupport the 
Biſhops with the weight of their eſtates and power 
are to the crown, both here and in England; but 
I muſt obſerve that they are of more immediate 
conſequence here, to keep up the juſt dependence 
of this nation on the crown and kingdom of 
England, which too many here are diſpoſed, if 
poſſible, to throw off, daily complaining of it 
as an almoſt inſupportable burthen. 

I cannot accuſe the bulk of the proteſtants 
except the Scots in the north here, of being ene- 
mies to epiſcopacy and the eſtabliſhed clergy as 
ſuch, but ſome gentlemen have let their lands fo 
high, that without robbing the clergy of their 
juſt dues, they are ſatisfied their rents can hardly 
be paid; and others fall in with, them, that they 
may be able to raiſe their lands as high ; and the 


controverſy here is, not whether the farmer ſhall 


be eaſed of an unreaſonable burthen, but whether 
the parſon ſhall have his due, or the landlord a 
greater rent. Some hope they might come in for 
Ry is 9 25 plunder 
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plunder, if the Biſhops were ſtripped, and moſt 
of the needy gentry here envy to ſee the Biſhops 
by a proper frugality, though not withont a de- 
cent hoſpitality eaſy in their circumſtances. 
Againſt any attacks of this nature we ſhall pre- 
pare to make as good a proviſion for defence as 
we can; we ſhall not be wanting in our endea- 
vours with thoſe of weight in the Houſe, and that 
are capable of any moderation, to prevent any 
new attempts on the rights of the clergy, with- 
out bringing on an attack by haſtily raiſing a 
clamour that we are going to be attacked. But 
our great and only powerful defence under the di- 
vine providence, is from the protection of his 
Majeity, from whoſe goodneſs we would hope to 
be defended in our juſt rights in common with 
our fellow ſubjects. 
And I would hope that if fome diſcouragement 
from the crown were given to what is ſo unrea- 
ſonable and unjuſt itſelf, and muſt raiſe the 
greateſt heats and animoſities amongſt us, and 
give the utmoſt encouragement to the papiſts to 
ſee proteſtants ſo violently attacking their own 
clergy; and that paſſing the next ſeffions quietly 
would with ſuch diſcountenances very much 
cool and balk the deſigns of the ill intenti- 
oned, I cannot but make it my requeſt, that 
you would be ſo kind as to recommend us 
to his Majeſty's protection, which he has gra- 
ciouſly declared in his ſpeeches to parliament 
he would afford our brethren of England, and 
that when my Lord Lieutenant comes to re- 
ceive his inſtructions from his Majeſty. before his 
IP h ; ſetting 
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ſetting out for his government here, he may be 


directed by his Majeſty to ſignify in what way 


ſhall be thought moſt proper, that the clergy may 
enjoy their legal rights, and that his Majeſty will 
be graciouſly diſpoſed to protect them therein 
from all unjuſt attacks. FRG 

By a paper of queries handed about it looks as 
if ſome gentlemen deſigned to have a committee 
appointed to examine into the behaviour of the 
_ Biſhops and clergy in their paſtoral cures: I muſt 
own we. are not faints, nor are we the greateſt 
of ſinners ; but what a committee ſet on foot by 
ſuch as have the views there is reaſon to fear too 
many have, may vote concerning our conduct, is 
eaſily gueſſed in general; and I hope will make 
no bad impreſſion againſt us with the unpreju- 
diced.

Am ſatisfied there is no occaſion of ſuggeſting 
1 to your Grace, that the Church of England 
and Lela are ſo interwoven in point of intereſt, 
that one cannot ſuffer, but the other will ſoon 
fall into the ſame diſtreſs. Your own goodneſs 
and concern for a ſiſter church, would ſufficiently 
engage you to help us in our diſtreſs, though we 
were ſure the example would not be followed on 
your ſide of the water, 

This makes me apply to your Lordſhip i in our 
preſent and our apprehended diſtreſs. The Houſe 
of Commons here attacked the tithe of agiſtment 
laſt ſeſſion, and by their votes have ſo far intimi- 
dated the Judges and the Clergy, that they have 
carried on no ſuits ſince, and eſpecially to prevent 
any further ill conſequences; as the gentry here 
have almoſt univerſally entered into an aſſocia- 
tion to ſupport any perſon ſued on that account 
by a common purſe in every county; and as they 

_ threatened to diſtreſs the clergy in all their other 

rights, if they offered to ſue for agiſtment. But 
though ſome were for venturing all this, and ſuing - 
for what in the courts here has been declared to be 
their right, yet as ſome grave men in that Houſe 
promiſed to think of ſome temper to reconcile the 
laity and clergy on that point by ſome reaſonable 
compoſition to be enacted this „ we prevailed 

on 
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on all the clergy to ſit quiet. But inſtead of any 
ſuch propoſal, the generality of the laity are en- 
couraged to make farther attempts on the rights 
of the clergy; and ſeveral in their diſcourſes and 
ſome queries that are handed about in writing 
ſeem to deſign taking away ſome undoubted rights 
of the clergy, ſuppoſing the tithe of agiſtment not 
due in ſome parts of the kingdom where it has not 
been demanded till lately, and among other things 
they ſeem to deſign taking away from Biſhops, if 
not part of their lands, yet at leaſt all fines. How 
much the crown would ſuffer, if ſuch things 
go on, by loſing the weight the Biſhops muſt 
have, by their eſtates and authority at preſent, I 
need only ſuggeſt; what I have to deſire in be- 
half of myſelf and brethren, both on the bench 
and off of it, is that you would repreſent our pre- 
ſent ſtate to his Majeſty and the miniſtry, that my 
Lord Lieutenant when he comes ſoon to receive 
his inſtructions from his Majeſty before his coming 
hither, . may be directed to let it be known here to 
his Majeſty's ſervants and others, that it his Ma- 
jeſty's intention to ſupport the clergy in their 
juſt rights, as he has been graciouſly pleaſed to 
intimate in ſome of his ſpeeches in England, and 
that he will take it ill of thoſe who ſhall attempt 
to raiſe heats and animoſities here between the 
laity and the clergy. I have wrote to the ſame 
purpoſe to Sir Robert Walpole, but J make no 
doubt but your Grace's repreſentations on our 
behalf- will have a much greater weight than 
any ſuggeſtions of mine, | 5

T HE countenance and friendſhip I have met 
with from your Grace ever ſinee I came 
hither, makes me give you this new trouble. 

The clergy here were laſt ſeſſion of parliament 
attacked in their rights by the Houſe of Com- 
| mons, who paſſed ſeveral votes againſt them and 
= their right to tithe of agiſtment. At the ſame 
time ſeveral ſerious men of that Houſe gave us 
=  _ hopes that againſt the next ſeſſion ſome temper 
might be found out to make that affair eaſy be- 
| tween the clergy and laity ; but inſtead of any 
| hopes of doing ſo, evil intentioned perſons have 

raiſed a worſe ſpirit againſt the clergy than had 
: 1 raiſed then; and if one may gueſs by ſome 

words dropt by ſome perſons, and by a paper pri- 
vately handed about, ſome of them are diſpoſed 
to ſtrip the Biſhops of ſome of their lands, and 
the reſt if not all the clergy, of ſeveral of their 
uncontroverted rights. And till this ſpirit is laid, 
it is impoſſible to hope for any compromiſe about 


the affair of agiſtment. -I am ſure the oppreſſing 
the 
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the oppreſſing the Biſhops and Clergy here, will 
be very much to the damage of the Crown, and 
we hope it is his Majeſty's intention to defend us 
and our rights as well as our brethren in England. 
And though I hope it will not be found fo eaſy a 
work here to run down the Clergy, as ſome ima- 
gine, yet I muſt own their great ſecurity, next 
under the Divine Providence, to be in his Majeſty's 
protection; but it would be much better to pre- 
vent any ſuch attempts and the heats tley muſt 

occaſion, than finally to defeat them. 

I wrote to Sir Robert Walpole on this ſubject, 
and defired that our Lord Lieutenant might 
be inſtructed to let it be knowh here that it was 
his Majeſty's full intention to protect the Clergy 
here in their preſent juſt rights, and that he ſhould 
be offended with ſuch as attempted to invade 
them. My requeſt to your Grace is that you 
would join with Sir Robert Walpole in repreſent- 
ing theſe matters to his Majeſty, and obtaining 
ſuch inſtructions to my Lord Lieutenant; and that 
you would in virtue of your particular friendſhip 
with my Lord Lieutenant, diſpoſe him to be the 
patron of the Clergy here in their preſent unhappy 
ſituation, and engage him to let me from time to 
time apply to him in their behalf, as things ſhall 
occur. I can aſſure your Grace I ſhall make no 
other uſe of ſuch liberty and encouragement, than 
to promote peace and quiet, and his Majeſty's ſer- 
vice in this kingdom.

Have had the honour of your Grace's letter 
relating to the addreſs to his Majeſty delivered 
by the Lord Mayor and city of Dublin. I com- 
municated the matter to my Lord Chancellor and 
Mr. Speaker, who agreed that it was moſt pro- 
per for my Lord Lieutenant to acquaint them 
that you had been ſo kind as immediately to de- 
liver their addreſs to the King, and that his Ma- 
jeſty received it very graciouſly, ſince we had 
ſent it as the government, and that we could not 
now return the anſwer in that capacity. I there- 
tore delivered your Lordſhips letter to my Lord 
Lieutenant, who ſent for the Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs, and acquainted them with the contents 
of your Grace's letter, of which probably he may 
have ſent your Grace advice. Þ 
The affair of reducing the gold has by the ma- 
nagement of the bankers and remitters, and the 
whole popiſh party here, occaſioned a great deal 
of heat. The former are very unwilling to part 
with ſo conſiderable a part of their profit, though 
it viſibly tended to 4 ruin of the country, by 
running all our money into 4 /. pieces. I have 
in a particular manner been ill uſed on this occa- 
ſion, and monſtrous ſtories have been ſpread about 


to enrage the people. 
| It 
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It is poſſible ſome diſcontented people may en- 
deavour to bring the affair into parliament, and 
make ſome reflecting votes on the council here, 
which by our conſtitution has a power to check 
the proceedings of both Lords and Commons, I 
think they will not be able to carry any vote on 
that point; but if they do, I am ſure the only 
check here on their heat at any time will be ta- 
ken away, except his Majeſty is pleaſed to ſup- 
port the council. In the whole affair I am ſatis- 
fied, the aim of ſeveral is to depreſs the Engliſh 
intereſt here, which the more ſome labour to de-- 
preſs, the more neceſſary will it be to ſupport 
it here by his Majeſty's authority. 

As for myſelf, I make no difficulty of retiring 
if it may be of any uſe, and indeed have of late 
been ſo ill uſed in this affair, that nothing but his 
Majeſty's ſervice ſhould hinder me from retiring. 
The heats in this town begin to cool, and 
would have been over by this time, if they had 
not been artfully kept up for a handle in another
